beer and patent

means committee, which is preparing 
an emergency internal 
revenue 
bill 
to offset the treasury losses due to 
curtailment of imports. 
It is urged that soft drinks are as 
much luxuries as wines or beer, and 
that equitable 
distribution 
of the 
tax 
burden 
among 
all 
consumers 
would be accomplished by this plan. 
Another suggestion is a stamp tax 
of 5 or IO per cent on railroad tick­ 
ets and admission to theaters, base­ 
ball parks and other licensed amuse­ 
ments. 
It is estimated that from $50,000,- 
000 to $80,000,000 could be raised in 
this wray. 
The committee has not determined 
s' 
upon a complete taxation plan, 
but 
purposes to 
hasten its deliberations 
so a bill may be introduced soon af­ 
ter President Wilson addresses con­ 
gress on the subject, which probably 
will be immediately upon his return 
lrom New' Hampshire. 
Administration 
leaders 
are 
im­ 
pressed with the necessity for quick 
action, in order to 
disturb business 
conditions as little as possible. 
Democrats of the senate will dis­ 
cuss the emergency in a party cau­ 
cus to be called later this week.

•liaracter, and forthwith th e v ^ fp e ri 
ence a blessing whenever they exer 
cise their charitable instincts. 
As for Christians, we find, as the 
Apostle declares, that they are nat­ 
urally a varied assortment; for they 
•obsess, some more and some less, of 
he Godlike qualities, and some more 
and some less, of the depraved traits. 
But following their begetting of the 
Holy Spirit, these become more and 
more generous, benevolent, charitable. 
’Hider the instruction and discipline

God is the great Giver, of whom 
the Apostle says, “Every good and 
perfect gift cometh down from the 
Father of Lights.’* 
The Lord Jesus 
Christ exemplified to mankind God’s 
great Love, and showed that He Him­ 
self possessed the same Spirit, the 
same, loving, generous, kind nature— 
so much so that He laid down His 
life on behalf of our sinner lace. 
It 
is required of the church that each 
one shall he imbued with this same 
loving disposition 
as

Savior 
had; for “if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of His.” 
That love not only left the heavenly 
glory and riches on behalf of the sin­ 
ner, but additionally

cross and its shame. 
The Apostle John urges all Christ’s 
followers that, cultivating the Alas 
ter’s noble, generous, loving Spirit, 
they ought also to lay down their 
lives for the brethren. 
They ought 
also to be ready to count all things 
hut loss and dross, gladly to be re­ 
nounced in the interest of the Lord’s 
Gause. 
With every sacrifice, these 
receive more than compensation of 
Divine favor, besides the Af aster's 
promise of eternal life on the flea 
venly plane.—Afark IO: IO. 
And now let us thin* of the world 
—especially of those roble, generous 
souls who. possessing something of 
tho original Godlikeness, take plea­ 
sure, not in cheating

quently in contributing to the relief 
of suffering, to the maintenance and 
education of orphans, the protection 
and comfort of widows, as well as to 
hospitals, infirmaries, etc.

The 
J principle, “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive,” applies to Diem as 
well as to the Church. 
As these no­ 
ble souls become more loving, more 
generous, they are developing char­ 
acters which in th? future will be 
helpful to them, 
if they do not come 
into 
vital 
relationship 
"itll 
God 
through Christ at the present time, 
if they have not the hearing ear and 
the responsive heart now, neverthe­ 
less the time is coming what they 
will share in the world’s blessing. It 
will bo a great blessing, even though 
far inferior to that of the church, as 
human restitution is inferior lo spirit 
perfection through o 10 First Resur­ 
rection.

trial for life or death everlasting, Ho­ 
llo souls that have exercised benevo* 
knee, Godlikeqess. 
will

benevolence or 
charity. 
In 
other 
words, liberal souls not only exporl- j 
en ce a blessing in tile present time, 
but thereby prepare 
themselves for 
greater blessings bv and by. 
Wise and Unwise Charities. 
Since 
the 
blessing 
of 
charity 
ccmes to the individual 
as Hie re­ 
sult of the exercise of that quality, 
it follows that 
the 
giver 
gets a 
blessing whether the gift is wisely 
bestowed or not, and whether the re­ 
ceiver is profited or not. Hence, even 
though we may subsequently know 
that some of our gifts were unwisely 
or unworthily 
bestowed, 
we 
need 
t of mourn, but rather 
realize that 
according to the divine arrangement 
we have had a 
blessing, neverthe­ 
less. How-ever, none will dispute that* 
ti e spirit of a sound mind should he 
used in connection 
with our chari­ 
ties. as well as in all our other 
at- 
falrs. 
Very frequently many of the pro­ 
visions for the i>oor in our day are 
no longer rated as private charities, 
nut as public, and 
even sometimes 
:z merely justice. For instance, asy­ 
lums for the blind, for 
the infirm, 
for the mentally weak and hospitals 
for the sick are now considered* to 
he a duty of the community and are 
provided for 
by 
general 
taxation. 
Thus benevolence is asserting itself 
Mid combining and dividing its hon­ 
ers with justice. 
That which previ­ 
ously would have been left to a few 
cf generous disposition is now pro­ 
vided for by a few’ of th© community, 
generous and selfish. Who can ques­ 
tion that this is an advanced stop; 
md, if so. that nil 
should co-labor 
clong those lines and 
cease to en­ 
courage mendicancy, tho solicitation 
cf alms, 
tho 
appeal to sympathy 
through the eye. 
If our social arrangement has pro­ 
dded for such cases it should 
be 
considered a misdemeanor to ignote 
such 
arrangement. 
If 
our 
public 
charities, hospitals, city homes, etc., 
lie not upon such a scale as have the 
approval 
of 
generous, 
reasonable 
minds, then the entire system calls 
for reorganization, 
that 
it may bo 
made right, proper, suitable for the 
use of any having need thereof. The 
community should 
he 
ashamed 
to 
ovide for others what they would 
not accept for themselves under the 
same circumstances. The pastor e x ­ 
pressed the hope that these reason­ 
able sentiments 
might 
through H ic 
I oldie press he 
brought effectively 
to the attention of poor hoards, char­ 
ity committees, etc. 
God Loves Cheerful Givers. 
God’s gifts are 
given 
cheerfully. 
The Bible tells us that He appreci- 
ntts a cheerful giver—one 
who en­ 
ters into the spirit of bls gift, 
who 
accompanies the coin with a cheer­ 
ful word, a kind look, helpful advice 
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or what not. If these cheerful givers 
I clong to God’s family, the Father 
v ill love them and manifest His love 
for them. Their cultivation of His 
spirit will bring them into closer re­ 
lationship with the Almighty. 
How generously 
shall 
we 
give? 
rome may ask. The answer is; God 
has given us our 
minds, our judg­ 
ments wherewith to decile all ques­ 
tions. The need of 
the 
needy, 
the 
amount of our surplus, the claims of 
others upon that surplus, 
all 
these 
tilings should properly enough enter 
Into our calculations and help us lo 
decide how much should properly be 
given to charity. 
In order to get 
a 
great blessing 
nit of our charities we should give 
until we feel it.

FOREIGNERS HERE 


M ILLIO N AND O NE-HALF U N N A T ­ 
U R A LIZE D EUROPEANS IN 
U N IT E D STATES. 


ALL THESE OVER 21 YEARS OF AGE 


Most of Them Are Liable to Military 
Service at Home, Giving Austria 
and Germany 650,962 and 
the Allies 792.068. 


Washington, Sept. I.—Approximate­ 


ly a million arui a half unnaturalized 
foreigners more than 21 years of age 
are in the United States, according 
to latest reports to the census bureau, 
and it is believed most of them are 
liable to military dtuy in the belliger­ 
ent countries of Europe. 
t 
Including women and children there 
were 9,865,479 foreign born persons 
in the United States, about one-tenth 
the entire population. 
Foreign born persons more than 21 
years old were divided as follows: 
Great Britain and Ireland, 197,626; 
Canada, 150,718; Russia and Finland, 
118.428; France, 16,605; Belgium, 8,- 
691; Germany, 127,103; Austria-Hun­ 
gary, 523,859. 
This would give the total for the 
triple entente and Belgium 792,068, 
and on the other side for Germany 
and Austro-Hungary, 650,962. 
In addition to these, the other Eu­ 
ropean nations might call from the 
United States men who have not been 
naturalized here as follows: 
Italy, 
468,442; Switzerland, 10,338; Norway, 
34,478; Sweden, 42,041 ; Denmark, 14,

WAS A FINE SUCCESS LAST YEAR 


The Cost to the taxpayers Will Be 
Even Less This Year Than Last, 
However— State Fund Ex­ 
pected to Pay All. 


Kansas City, Mo., 
Sept. 
I.—The 
free textbook distribution iii the Kan­ 
sas City public schools last year was 
a success. 
It will he continued this 
fall on a much larger scale. 
Last year the textbooks were fur­ 
nished I roe to all the pupils in the 
first tour grades of the elementary 
schools. 
This will be extended this 
fall to include tho fifth and sixth 
grades. 
Next year the seventh grade 
will he included. 
The distribution has been accom­ 
plished with an exceedingly small ex­ 
penditure to the taxpayers of this 
city. 
The cost will be much less this 
year. 
The method of paying for the books 
is through a s o c ia l fund collected 
from the state which is provided for 
iii a special law and operates whether 
or not school districts take advan­ 
tage of it. 
The cost of 
free 
textbooks 
last 
your in the Kansas City schools was 
$30,0th). 
Of this amount the state 
furnished $25,OCK) and this school dis­ 
trict paid about $5,000, about $3,000 
less than was estimated last fall. 
It is expected that tho fund from 
tho state this year will pay for prac­ 
tically all the free books needed.

Where 
potatoes 
are 
very 
dirty 
when taken from the field, some 
growlers wash all the soil off them. 
Others maintain that it ruins their 
flavor and palatability. 
They are cer­ 
tainly far cleaner and more desirable 
to handle when the hose has been 
turned on them, and the clinging, 
hardened dirt washed off. 
If the ground is fairly dry when 
they are dug, and if they are allowed 
to take the air and the wind for a 
while, they will usually 
be 
clean 
enough to do without washing. 
There 
is every reason for digging them dur­ 
ing such weather conditions. 
Potato digging should be made a 
sort of an odd job, one that can be 
done at any time' when there is noth­ 
ing more pressing to do. 
The potato 
crop should be an important one, and 
any farmer who is forced to buy po­ 
tatoes for table use should look upon 
himself as temporarily disgraced. 
Enough potatoes are spoiled every 
year by careless digging to feed a 
city of the second class for twelve 
months. 
Only in communities where 
the potato is the main and staple crop 
is there any real care shown in dig­ 
ging and handling this very important 
food crop.

Pigeons depreciate in value with 
age. 
They are considered to be at 
their prime when three years old, and 
there are very few pairs that pay for 
their feed after they are seven years 
old. 
Professional dealers in breeding 
stock have been known to buy these 
old pairs for from sixty to seventy- 
fivo cents, and then sell them to the 
unsuspecting 
public 
as 
guaranteed 
mated birds (which 
they 
certainly 
are) at from two or three dollars a 
pair. 
Such birds, as a rule, will bree! 
pretty well for the first few month/ 
in their new' quarters, but after thai 
they are only a source of expense. 
For this reason a man should buy 
birds from some one with whom ho 
is personally acquainted, or else from 
some person who is willing to give a 
guarantee not only as to the birds 
being mated, but also as to age. 
If 
they are mated birds there is no rea­ 
son why a salesman should not fur­ 
nish particulars with them, giving tho 
numbers on the leg bands, and if ha 
has bred them, which most breeders 
claim to have done, he ought to be in 
position to give a fair estimate as to 
age, but as there is no w'ay T)f verify­ 
ing this statement, the only safe plan 
is to buy young birds and mate them 
yourself. 
There are many varieties of pigeons 
that are u sed . for squab producers, 
but probably the most common is 
the Homer.

good bacon pig, we might start first 
from the head. 
Here. length of snout, which partly 
includes length of jowl and the ab­ 
sence of loose flabbiness so frequent­ 
ly seen there, indicates as a rule a 
lengthy animal. 
The idea has been 
to reduce the cheap parts of the ani­ 
mal and to increase those which are 
dearer. 
On that account a light fore­ 
head is necessary, but it must not be 
at the expense of width of back or 
depth in the pig. 
a rule a pig narrow at the poll 
(between the ears) is not tile yvidest 
on his top, nor is he the thriftiest of 
feeders. 
There may be exceptions to 
this rule, but it can be applied gener­ 
ally. 
The advantages of a prominent 
eye and a smooth unwrinkled jaw or 
cheek, as well as width between the 
eyes, are that they invariably indicate 
a smooth, lean-fleshed animal. 
A short heavy head is invariably as­ 
sociated with a very round body and 
a wide and very fat back, altogether 
a wasteful carcass. 
The neck should 
not be too long, otherwise it indicates 
weakness, and a short neck generally 
"oes with a short side, which from 
file bacon point of view of course is 
not desirable. 
It is important to note 
the character of the middle piece. 
The ribs should spring from the 
back, but they should not be entirely 
round. They should rather spring well 
and alii w the animal to be turned I 
out slightly flat from tho sides. There 
will then be Ie s wasteful fat oh the 
top without decreasing tho depth of 
the pig. 
W hat is wanted is a pig that con­ 
tains a maximum of lean meat and an 
undercut with as much streaky as pos­ 
sible 
The loin should, of course, be 
covered 
and 
muscular, 
because so 
much depends on good development 
there. 
The rump should not’ be too 
straight, otherwise the hams will in-

Brad field, a negro convict from Si . 
Louis, serving ten years in the peni­ 
tentiary tor attempted attack, appear­ 
ed before Supreme Judge A. M. Wood­ 
son last night to argue an application 
tor a writ ot habeas colpus through 
which the negro hopes to obtain his 
release. 
Recause Brad field overlooked get­ 
ting service on the attorney general, 
Judge Woodson postponed the case 
until Thursday. 
Bradfield’s application for this ex­ 
traordinary writ is made in longhand 
on foolscap paper. 
It. is well written 
and follows closely the legal verbiage 
which lawyers use. 
The negro is not a lawyer, and in 
view of this his petition is regarded 
is one of the most remarkable legal 
locument.s ever filed in the court. 
Bradfield was accompanied to the 
supreme court by Warden I). C. Mc- 
(Tung, against, whom the order of 
Judge Woodson was directed. 
He announced on his arrival iii the 
judge’s chamber that lie was prepared 
to argue his case and show he was 
not legally convicted or lawfully com­ 
mitted. 
The negro’s petition raised several 
questions of law which Assistant At­ 
torney General Howell says will re­ 
quire time to investigate 
Bradfield 
attacked the legality of his commit­ 
ment. 
Here are some of Bradfield’s jvoints 
in his own language: 
Defendant aforesaid was not given
